The marital troubles of Mildred Fay 
Smith Dall and Fred P. Dall have been 
happily ended and the announcement of 
the reconciliation of the estranged cou- 
ple was followed this morning by the 
dismissal of the divorce proceedings in 
Judge Warwick Hough's division of the 
Circuit Court, which had been instituted 


by Mrs. Dal). 

When court commenced Attorney 
Hodgson, the fair plaintiff's counsel, en- 
tered a motion to discharge the “next 
friend,’ John F. Chapman, Mrs. Dall's 
stepfather, through whom the 17-year- 
old wife was compelled to sue as her 
guardian. Judge Hough, when he heard 
of the reason, reconciliation of the hus- 
band and wife, granted the prayer. 

Mrs. Dall’s case attracted unusual at- 
tention, as she was the first woman in 
the history of the St. Louis Circuit Court 
who was too young to obtain a divorce 
without the formality of having a guar- 
dian appointed.
